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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a content sale system that improves the convenience 
of settlement and facilitates a check on the contents of content while reducing a 
service charge burden on a content user at small-amount settlement and ensuring 
anonymity and security. 
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SOLUTION: The content sale system includes a step of displaying an index of kinds 
of content purchasable from a content deliverer on a cellular telephone so as to accept 
a purchase application, a step of charging the price of content for which a purchase 
application is made on the index from the cellular telephone to the rate of the 
cellular telephone, a step of transmitting a content purchase ID for the purchase 
applicant plus the charge to the cellular telephone, and a step of delivering the 
given content from the content deliverer to a terminal connectable to a 
telecommunication line when the content purchase ID is transmitted from the terminal 
to the content deliverer.

[Claim 1] 

A step which displays an index of contents which can be purchased from a contents 
distribution person on a cellular phone so that purchase applying is possible, 
A step which charges a charge of contents which had purchase applying through said 
cellular phone based on said index at phonecall charges of the cellular phone 
concerned, 

A step which transmits content purchase ID to said cellular phone to a purchase 
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applying person with said fee collection, 

A step to which predetermined contents are distributed from the contents distribution 
person concerned to said terminal by being transmitted to said contents distribution 
person from a terminal which said content purchase ID can connect to an electric 
t el ecommuni cat ion line 

A contents selling system containing **. 
[Claim 2] 

The contents selling system according to claim 1 characterized by content purchase 
ID being valid until distribution of the contents concerned is completed in a step 
to which predetermined contents are distributed from said contents distribution 
person concerned to said terminal.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] 
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Especially this invention relates to the system which charges the sales rate of 
contents at cellular-phone phonecall charges about a contents selling system. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

in sale of contents, such as the goods which circulate an electric telecommunication 
line (Internet) top, for example, an image, a photograph, music, a game, and software, 
it divides roughly into recovery of the remuneration, and there are the following 
methods in it — respectively — being alike — the strong point and demerit exist. 
[0003] 

- Credit card transaction 

At a credit card transaction, in order to collect contents remunerations from a credit 
card entrepreneur, there are very few dangers of coming credit top un-col 1 ect ing. 
However, in order to transmit the number of a credit card on the Internet, safety 
hazards, such as card number disclosure, are pointed out. 
[0004] 

- Transfer to various financial institutions, such as a bank and a post office 
There are very few dangers that the transfer to various financial institutions will 
also come credit top un-collecting. However, transfer procedure takes time and effort 
and time. Since it transfers whenever it performs procedure once, and a commission 
is needed, an excessive burden is applied to a transfer commission to the user of 
small sum settlement of accounts. 

[0005] 

- Prepaid card settlement of accounts, IC card settlement of accounts 

Prepaid card settlement of accounts is restricted to the content purchase in the set 
amount of the purchased prepaid card, and if it is always going to secure settlement 
of accounts, the contents purchaser has to continue purchasing a prepaid card. 
Reservation of a prepaid card store also forces a burden upon a contents service 
provider. The IC card settlement of accounts must sell or lend out the reading terminal 
only for the IC card settlement of accounts concerned to a contents user, and its 
user burden is heavy. 
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[0006] 

As what complements the above-mentioned means of settlement, the method (for example, 
refer to patent documents 1.) of charging and (total) collecting the remunerations 
of contents to the cellular-phone phonecall charges concerned exists using the 
cellular phone which spread extensively. This method receives a contents provider' s 
charged sites or sales equipment, When a user (mobile phone user) with the 
certification information (ID, a password, etc.) made available transmits 
certification information from a cellular phone, while enabling the purchase of 
contents, It directs to add the content purchase amount of money to phonecall charges 
to a cellular phone company from a cellular-phone fee collection server, and while 
accounting became easy, it was effective in sale of small sum goods being attained. 
[0007] 

However, it is not certain in whether the indication of the contents of the contents 
sold to a user (mobile phone user) is fully made in this method. When contents are 
goods, plant-and-equipment investment of the equipment for authentication terminals 
for a contents provider to check certification information to each sales equipment 
to hold is needed. 
[0008]

[0009] 

[Problem to be solved by the invention] 

This invention provides the system which made easy improvement in the convenience 
of settlement of accounts, and the check of the contents of contents at the same time 
it eases the commission burden of the small sum clearing time to a contents user and 
secures safety in view of such a point. 
[0010] 

[Means for solving problem] 

Namely, the step which displays the index of the contents which can purchase invention 
of Claim 1 from a contents distribution person on a cellular phone so that purchase 
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applying is possible, The charge of the contents which had purchase applying through 
said cellular phone based on said index with the step which charges the phonecall 
charges of the cellular phone concerned, and said fee collection. Content purchase 
ID to a purchase applying person by being transmitted to said contents distribution 
person from the step which transmits to said cellular phone, and the terminal which 
said content purchase ID can connect to an electric telecommunication line, A contents 
selling system containing the step to which predetermined contents are distributed 
from the contents distribution person concerned to said terminal is started. 
[0011] 

Content purchase ID starts the contents selling system according to claim 1 which 
makes an effective thing ** etc. until distribution of the contents concerned 
completes invention of Claim 2 in the step to which predetermined contents are 
distributed from said contents distribution person concerned to said terminal.

[Mode for carrying out the invention] 

According to attached Drawings, the embodiment of this invention is described below. 
The block diagram and drawing 2 which drawing 1 shows the contents selling system 
of one embodiment of this invention The block diagram at the time of index handing 
out, The block diagram at the time of content purchase ID handing out and drawing 
4 drawing 3 The block diagram at the time of attestation of content purchase ID, The 
block diagram at the time of contents download and drawing 6 drawing 5 The block 
diagram at the time of the claim of a remuneration, As for the content purchase ID 
issue of drawing 3 and the flow chart at the time of transmission, and drawing 8, 
the display screen figure of a cellular phone and drawing 10 of contents attestation 
of drawing 5 and the flow chart at the time of download, and drawing 9 are [ drawing 
7 ] the display screen figures of a cellular phone. 
[0013] 

A contents selling system specified to Claim 1 as shown in drawing 1 thru/or drawing 
6, various pay content (the animation A.) accumulated in the contents distribution 
person 10 from the contents distribution person 10 to the mobile phone user 1 The 
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animation B, animation C — The 40th grade is sold and a system which charges the 
charge at phonecall charges of the cellular phone 2 and for which said mobile phone 
user 1 is asked is started. If especially the contents distribution person 10 has, 
the cellular phone business operator 20 executes by proxy and collects remunerations 
of contents which the contents distribution entrepreneur 30 sold. In an embodiment, 
a site for cellular phones which the contents distribution entrepreneur 30 
established as shown in drawing 1, By going via the cellular phone business operator 
20, it is wide opened by the mobile phone user 1, and the user 1 concerned can charge 
an index of contents mentioned later from the above-mentioned site for cellular phones 
using the cellular phone 2 provided with a browser function. 
[0014] 

Said contents distribution person 10 comprises the cellular phone business operator 

20 and the contents distribution entrepreneur 30, and the servers (database (DB) ) 

21 and 31 for performing transmission and reception of data, accumulation, change, 
and attestation are prepared for both. The servers 21 and 31 between the cellular 
phone business operator 20 and the contents distribution entrepreneur 30 are 
connected by the Internet, dedicated line, etc., and data of the below-mentioned 
contents index, content purchase ID, etc. is exchanged. Within the contents 
distribution entrepreneur' s 30 server 31, an accessible (connection is possible) 
homepage (H. P. ) is established from the Internet (electric telecommunication line). 
From this HP, access to a site for cellular phones or charged sites in HP is possible. 
[0015] 

an image (animation. ) adjusted to ability ready for sending in an electric 
telecommunication line (Internet) top with contents in an embodiment Works, such as 
photographs, such as a movie, a drama, various play-by-play broadcasting, an image 
work, and computer graphics, pictures, music, a game, software, and digitized books, 
are shown. A contents distribution person shows an entrepreneur who accumulates the 
various above-mentioned contents and distributes. With an index of said contents, 
if it is in an image of animation, a movie, etc. among the various above-mentioned 
contents, it adds to the work name and an image of predetermined time in the image 
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work concerned and an image for advertisement of the image work concerned are also 
included. If it is in music, it is a sound of predetermined time in the work name 
and the music concerned, etc. A maker of various contents, a supervisor name, an 
original author name, a singer name, etc. are included in said index. In this 
embodiment, with an index. Are a general term of a work name index and an index picture 
mentioned later, and information about the contents of contents, such as a title (work 
name), a demonstration screen (image), etc. of contents, is meant, Although 
distribut ion of animat ion works (the animat ion A, the animation B, animation C, etc.) 
is taken up and explained especially as contents, it is not necessarily restricted 
to this. 
[0016] 

The block diagram shown in drawing 2 expresses transmission and reception of data 
between the parties about the step which displays the index of the contents (the 
animation A, animation B, etc. ) which can be purchased from the contents distribution 
person 10 on the cellular phone 2 so that purchase applying is possible. 
[0017] 

The mobile phone user 1 accesses first the site for cellular phones of the homepage 
(H. P. ) which the contents distribution entrepreneur 30 opens using the cellular phone 
2 provided with the browser function (inspection function). In this case, it is 
connected to the server 31 via the server 21, and the inspection of the site for 
cellular phones concerned of the cellular phone 2 is attained. Said site for cellular 
phones is displayed on the cellular phone 2 as the example Dl (top page screen) of 
a picture shown, for example in drawing 9. If the mobile phone user 1 pushes a 
' entrance' here, a screen will change to the illustration side of the site shown in 
the example D2 of a picture. In the example D2 of a picture, explanation and the use 
agreement of this site can be read and it becomes possible to use this site by 
recognizing use agreement. 
[0018] 

Then, the mobile phone user 1 chooses the contents which wish to purchase from the 
work name index 41 which is a work name of each contents (it is the animation A-E 
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at an embodiment) by which a list display is carried out in the work retrieval picture 
shown in the example D3 of a picture. For example, if the animation A which is an 
animation work is chosen, The index picture 42 of the animation A is distributed to 
the cellular phone 2 by the server 31 via the server 21 (download), and the index 
picture 42 is displayed on the work audition screen shown in the example D4 of a picture 
shown in drawing 10. In an embodiment, said index picture 42 is the image and sound 
which were extracted for 15 seconds from the animation A. 
[0019] 

Between the example D3 of a picture, and D4, whenever the contents which consider 
purchase are chosen, it is the composition that the index picture 42 of the contents 
concerned is distributed (download), and the contents can be checked. If it pushes 
it chooses' after checking the contents of contents in the example D4 of a picture, 
the contents will be recorded as purchase desire contents. When you do not wish to 
purchase, it can push ' it returns' and can return to the example D3 of a picture, 
in the example D3 of a picture, the message of whether to try listening an index picture 
(demonstration video) is displayed in the case of contents selection of a purchase 
desire — it can also be determined that purchase desire contents will not come out 
and try listening (the index picture 42 is omitted). 
[0020] 

The work name index 41 of contents (contents which checked the contents in the example 
D4 of a picture are included) chosen when purchase was expected of a work determination 
screen continuously shown in the example D5 of a picture after contents selection 
of a purchase desire is completed in said example D3 of a picture is displayed. In 
the embodiment, since the animation A is chosen, the ' animation A' which is the work 
name index 41 of contents is displayed, but when two or more contents are chosen, 
the list display of the work name index 41 of each contents is carried out. Purchase 
applying of contents is performed by pushing here ' it determines' . When stopping the 
purchase of contents, it can cancel and can return to a top page. 
[0021] 

If purchase applying is performed in said example D5 of a picture, content purchase 
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ID will be published next. Drawing 3 is the block diagram which expressed typically 
a step at which content purchase ID is published, and drawing 7 is the flow chart. 
This step has composition of charging a charge of contents which had purchase applying 
through the cellular phone 2 based on said work name index 41 at phonecall charges 
of the cellular phone concerned. An embodiment expresses a situation of charging a 
charge at the time of applying for the animation A. 
[0022] 

If purchase applying of the animation A is performed by the mobile phone user 1, in 
the server 21, a charge of the animation A will be charged at phonecall charges of 
the user 1 concerned. Information on purchase applying (data) is transmitted to the 
server 31 from the server 21 about the animation A after said fee collection, and 
content purchase ID (animation A purchase ID) corresponding to the animation A is 
automatically published in the server 31. When it is accumulated as published content 
purchase ID into the server 31 and content purchase ID is newly published, content 
purchase ID published at this time is referred to so that duplicate content purchase 
ID may not be published. In this way, published content purchase ID (animation A 
purchase ID) is delivered to the mobile phone user' s 1 cellular phone 2 via the server 
21. 

[0023] 

This content purchase ID is equivalent to certification information shown when the 
mobile phone user 1 downloads contents which carried out purchase applying from HP 
which a contents distribution entrepreneur establishes. In creation of this content 
purchase ID, a publicly known code preparation method, such as RSA cryptograph, an 
elliptic curve cryptosystem, and an ElGamal cryptosystem, is used, and it is created 
from the alphabet, a number, a sign, etc. In an embodiment, as shown in the example 
D6 of a picture, ' abcd-1234' is used as content purchase ID (goods ID), but a kind, 
a digit number, etc. of a character which are used are not limited to this. When two 
or more contents are purchased by the mobile phone user 1, a case where content 
purchase ID corresponding to each contents is published, and content purchase ID 
corresponding to the whole contents purchased at once may be published, and any may 
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be used. [ two or more ] 
[0024] 

Next, it explains flowing into content purchase ID issue using the flow chart of 
drawing 7. Drawing 7 expresses transmission and reception between the servers 21 and 
31 of the contents distribution person 10 side, and transmission and reception between 
the server 31 and the cellular phone 2. 
[0025] 

Through the cellular phone business operator' s 20 server 21, from the cellular phone 
2, the index of the site for cellular phones established by the server 31 in the 
contents distribution entrepreneur 30 and various contents is exhibited so that an 
inspection is possible (SI 1) . by the mobile phone user 1 (cellular phone 2), the 
contents which wish purchase applying choose from various contents — having (S12) 
— the charge according to the contents which have the purchase applying concerned 
in the server 21 is charged at the phonecall charges of the mobile phone user 1 under 
present connection (S 1 3) . After fee collection to contents is performed, the data 
about to which contents purchase applying was carried out is transmitted to the server 
31 from the server 21, and content purchase ID corresponding to the contents which 
the mobile phone user 1 made purchase applying in the server 31 is published 
automatically (S14) . 
[0026] 

Although transmitted to the cellular phone 2 via the server 21, in the case of 
transmission of content purchase ID, fault generating of a radio wave state, etc. 
are assumed and content purchase ID may be unable to transmit published content 
purchase ID. Then, when content purchase ID is published, it was properly transmitted 
to the mobile phone user 1 (cellular phone 2), or a check is given to him (S15). When 
transmitted properly, the purchase result display screen shown in the example D6 of 
a picture is displayed on the screen of the mobile phone user's 1 cellular phone 2, 
and content purchase ID is notified there (S16). In this example D6 of a picture, 
content purchase ID is notified and also the reading of notes about use of content 
purchase ID, rental spending, and content purchase ID, etc. are notified 
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simultaneously. When not transmitted properly, urging the recurrence line of content 
purchase ID is transmitted to the server 31 from the server 21 (S17), and content 
purchase ID is again published by the server 31. 
[0027] 

If content purchase ID is published, as shown in drawing 4, drawing 5, and drawing 
8, the mobile phone user 1 will become possible [ performing download of the purchased 
contents (animation A) ] from HP which a contents distribution entrepreneur 
establishes. In the contents distribution person of an embodiment, by a cellular phone 
business operator, a mobile phone user is recognized and only fee collection according 
to contents is performed from a portable telephone number. On the other hand, it is 
made the contents distribution entrepreneur with the composition to which only the 
grant application of content purchase ID is transmitted from a cellular phone business 
operator. By having such composition, the information about the content purchase by 
a mobile phone user, Being accumulated in a contents distribution entrepreneur' s 
server is lost, and it can respond to disclosure of the content purchase information 
of the mobile phone user from a contents distribution entrepreneur' s server, etc. 
by unlawful access etc. 
[0028] 

Drawing 4 is a step which accesses the pay content in a contents distribution 
entrepreneur' s HP using content purchase ID (animation A purchase ID). In this step, 
the mobile phone user 1, The accessible terminal (an embodiment personal computer 
(PC)) 3 is used for the Internet, HP established within the server 31 is accessed, 
and with reference to content purchase ID (animation A purchase ID) notified to the 
cellular phone 2, the contents distribution entrepreneur 30 inputs into the 
predetermined content purchase ID input column correctly, and transmits to it. In 
the server 31 which received content purchase ID (animation A purchase ID) from said 
mobile phone user 1 (PC3) , that attestation the content purchase ID is proper is 
performed. 
[0029] 

Drawing 5 and drawing 8 are the block diagrams and flow charts of a step which attest 
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content purchase ID which the server 31 received. Reception of content purchase ID 
(animation A purchase ID) inputted by the mobile phone user 1 (PC3) will perform 
[ whether the content purchase ID is proper and ] attestation (S22) . (S21) When it 
is judged that it is proper, the data of the contents (animation A) corresponding 
to content purchase ID (anime SHON A purchase ID) which received is called by the 
server 31, It is transmitted to the mobile phone user 1 (PC3) via communication lines, 
such as the Internet, and download is performed (S23) . When it is judged that content 
purchase ID is not proper, The message which asks for the input of content purchase 
ID again with the error message which reports that ID inputted into the screen of 
the mobile phone user' s 1 PC3 has an error is displayed (S26) , and it returns to the 
input screen of content purchase ID. In the authentication step S22 of content 
purchase ID, the check about whether the same content purchase ID is accessing [ be 
/ it ] is performed. 
[0030] 

On the occasion of said download execution (S23), fault generating by a poor circuit, 
such as interrupt ion to service and a server down, etc. are assumed, and the downloaded 
contents (contents A) may not be able to distribute normally (download). Then, when 
download of contents is performed, contents were normally distributed to the mobile 
phone user 1 (PC3) , or a check is performed (S24) . When it distributes normally, the 
message of the completion of download is displayed on the screen of the mobile phone 
user' s 1 PC3 (S25) . When download is not normally completed by fault generating etc. , 
the message which asks for the input of content purchase ID again with the error 
message which reports that download was not performed normally is displayed (S26) , 
and it returns to the input screen of content purchase ID. Content purchase ID 
published once is more valid than this processing until download of the purchased 
contents is completed. 
[0031] 

If download of the contents purchased by the mobile phone user 1 is completed, In 
the server 31, content purchase ID used for this download is accumulated as used 
content purchase ID (or the authentication data which answers the content purchase 
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ID concerned, disappearance). Therefore, since it is judged that content purchase 
ID which is not proper was inputted on the occasion of attestation of content purchase 
ID even if it is going to try download by the same content purchase ID again after 
the completion of download of contents, It overlaps in the same content purchase ID, 
and download cannot be performed. 
[0032] 

Drawing 6 expresses a flow of the time of a claim of a remuneration about content 
purchase. The cellular phone business operator 20 receives the mobile phone user 1 
based on billing data of purchased contents which are memorized by the server 21, 
The bill 4 in which the amount of money (p+q circle) which totaled phonecall charges 
(p yen) of a cellular phone and a charge of purchase (q yen) of contents (an embodiment 
animation A) was indicated is sent. The mobile phone user 1 who received the bill 
4 pays the amount of money (p+q circle) specified as the cellular phone business 
operator 20 as phonecall charges. A remuneration of contents is paid to the contents 
distribution entrepreneur 30 based on billing data accumulated in the cellular phone 
business operator' s 20 server 21 into the contents distribution person 10. 
[0033] 

[Effect of the Invention] 

As it illustrates above and being explained, according to the contents selling system 
of this invention. The step which displays the index of the contents which can be 
purchased from a contents distribution person on a cellular phone so that purchase 
applying is possible, The charge of the contents which had purchase applying through 
said cellular phone based on said index with the step which charges the phonecall 
charges of the cellular phone concerned, and said fee collection. Content purchase 
ID to a purchase applying person by being transmitted to said contents distribution 
person from the step which transmits to said cellular phone, and the terminal which 
said content purchase ID can connect to an electric telecommunication line, Means 
of settlement are simplified and convenience improves at the same time the commission 
burden in the case of small sum content purchase reduces and a user' s anonymity and 
safety are secured by having comprised a step to which predetermined contents are 
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distributed from the contents distribution person concerned to said terminal. 
[0034] 

Since it is possible to check the contents of contents beforehand when carrying out 
purchase applying from a cellular phone especially, he can examine the contents of 
the contents which wish to purchase and the purchase of unnecessary contents can be 
reduced. 
[0035] 

Since content purchase ID is the individual certification information corresponding 
to each contents, it can perform download of the contents purchased simply only by 
inputting content purchase ID. 
[0036] 

In addition, by using contents as the works adjusted to ability ready for sending 
on the electric telecommunication line (Internet), a contents provider loses his 
burden which holds sales equipment separately, and it becomes unnecessary investing 
in plant and equipment him for checking certification information to sales equipment. 
[0037] 

Until download of the contents which it is published after content purchase ID is 
charged at a cellular phone business operator, and correspond is completed Since it 
is effective, While the contents purchased any number of times are downloadable until 
download is completed normally, even if which problem with a poor circuit arises, 
the injustice of downloading by overlapping using the same content purchase ID can 
also be prevented.
